The claimed invention of "a compound of formula I in which R1 is a residue 
selected from cholesterol, diacylglycerols, dialkylglycerols, acylalkylglycerols, 
ceramides, primary or secondary alcohols having 12 to 24 C atoms or acylglycerobenzyl 
ethers, and each of R2 and R3 is a residue independently selected from ethanolamine, 
N-methylethanolamine, propanolamine, choline, glycerol, oligoglycerols, glycoglycerols 
or serine, each of which may optionally comprise protective groups" is novel and non- 
obvious. One of the closest prior arts (Ashley, US Patent No. 5,855,910) teaches 
compounds of formula I where in R1 =diacylglycerol, R2=choline (column 7, lines 45-55) 
and R3=C1-C24 straight chain alkyl or alkenyl (column 7, lines 45-65). Similarly, Bruzik 
teaches the synthesis of glycerophospholipids, namely phospholipids of formula 
wherein R1 =diacylglycerol, R2=glycerol and R3=Me (page 2369, compound 5). 

The novelty in Applicant's compounds of formula I is that it each of R2 and R3 is 
a residue independently selected from ethanolamine, N-methylethanolamine, 
propanolamine, choline, glycerol, oligoglycerols, glycoglycerols or serine whereas 
Ashley and Bruzik teach the third substituent as an alkyl substitutent. As these are the 
closest prior arts to the invention, the claimed invention is rendered neither anticipated 
nor obvious.
